Evervwhere one looks there com- 
plexity, competition 
pressure every phase our busi- 
ness and social scheme life. There- 
fore, rather than feel our lot 
bear undue pressures, had better 
analyze the situation see how the 
industry can best fit into the frame- 
work. The following are one dairy- 
man’s thoughts the matter. 

recorded fact that the num- 
ber least people 
milking cows—is greatly reduced 
compared decade back even 
three years ago. certain extent 
must represent the “cream the 
crop.” dairyman today must 
truly stout-hearted individual, with 
certain amount the important 
ingredient for the success any 
undertaking—optimism. must 
have intense interest his cattle 
and his business. today’s labor 
standards, dairying not easy work, 
the hours and days are constant and 
they are not short. The only differ- 
ence between physical work and 
physical play attitude. Therefore, 
the successful dairyman must have 
love his heart for his work and 
his “beasts” when necessary 
forego rest and physical pleasure 
insure their comfort. 

Perhaps our concern over imme- 
diate economic pressures often makes 
forget some advantages dairy-

ous years. One example 
problems.

mind, competition from

mands our greatest attention. Ac- 
tually, are competing with each 
other. spite all the advantages 
have today produce quality 
milk far sanitation concerned, 
many dairymen horrible job, and 
there just excuse for this. 
these days bulk hauling and the 
great movement milk, ‘such pro- 
ducers hurt everyone. The quality 
whole tank truck milk 
stake. should have patience 
with those who penalize the entire 
industry for the poor job they are 
doing. 

Quality terms just sanitation 
not the only consideration.

The nu- 
tritionist, mother two teen-agers 
herself, said behooves parents and 
teachers seek means remedying 
the situation and set good ex- 
amples themselves. 

“For instance,” she asked, “how 
many parents sit down the family 
table and eat really nutritious break- 
fast with their children? And how 
many mothers allow their teen-age 
daughters starve themselves 
nutritionally inadequate crash diets 
—at time their lives when teen- 


agers really need MORE all the 
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essential nutrients that good foods 
supply?” 

She said that because rapid 
physical development adolescence, 


teen-age boys need 
vitamins and minerals their 
fathers—and the daughters need 
more nutritious foods 
mothers. 

“Generally, the boys eat ade- 


quate diet, but it’s different 
with the Mrs. said. 
“Many nutrition surveys have shown 
the teen-age girl the poorest-fed 
member the American family. 

“Time was when informa- 
tion could obtained home, but 
that just simply isn’t being done 
used be,” she said.

Looking the future, Mr. Hitz 
predicted, “we will continue see 
each year, for some time come, 
decline the number dairy farms 
the United States. Each remain- 
ing unit will producing and 
ing more milk more efficiently than 
ever. Production milk per cow, 
per farm, and per man hour labor 
will increase substantially. 

“Although may not yet have 
found the best technique for doing 
so, will move toward further 
strengthening our bargaining power. 
However, think have learned 
enough recent years that 
will not forget that effective com- 
mercial demand for product 
very important element 
ing power. Unless people want 
buy and use milk and milk products, 
are talking about developing bar- 
gaining power cover declining 
demand. 

“We will see, sure,” Mr. Hitz 
went on, “increasing interest the

Mr. Hitz also pleaded with dairy- 
men think broadly about the pos- 
sibilities for foreign market develop- 
ment.

Regulations 


recent change pesticide use 
regulations makes illegal graze 
dairy cattle 2,4-D treated pastures 
for seven days following application 
ment came recently from the 
Department Agriculture. Ron 
Doersch, University Wisconsin 
weed control specialist, says that the 
labeling change alters recommenda- 
tions made University agronom- 
ists during the past vear regarding 
the use 2,4-D pastures. 

The restricted grazing period af- 
fects only dairy cattle grazing. Beef 
cattle may still grazed immediate- 
following the applic: ition 2,4-D. 
added precaution, Doersch 
also recommends that farmers not 
graze dairy cattle grass pastures 
treated with MCPA for seven days 
following applications. MCPA 
chemical weedkiller similar 2,4-D. 
MCPA has frequently been used 
grass pastures where buttercup weed 
problem. 


Before the labeling change was 
announced, University agronomists 
said that was permissible graze 
dairy cattle grass pastures treated 
with immediately after 
ing.
